P^ miYIBT BY THE DIRECTOR : 

In the latter part of March, 194-2, lits. Rosenberg was referred 
to the Attorney General by President Roosevelt, at which time she was 
interviewed by you and the Attorney General, i'irs. Rosenberg alleged that 
Joseph Gurran, President of the National Maritime Union had considerable 
information concerning racketeering on the part of Joseph Ryan, President 
of the International Longshoremen's Association on the Nevf York Water Front* 
This interview resulted in the calling of a Grand Jury in the Southern 
District of Nevsr York for May 5, 1942, to investigate the situation on the 
New York water front. 

MS. ROSMBERG'S REPORTED DISGIBSIQN OF FBI YGTH PRESIDMT ; 

On April 8, 1942, subsequent to ¥\rs* Rosenberg's interview with you, 
Lewis Merrill, then President of the United Office and Professional Iforkers 
of America, CIO, and a reported Communist Party member told Roy Hudson, 
Communist Party functionary, that he had talked with "her" and wanted to 
give Hudson the details. Hudson asked what "her" reactions -were to Earl 
(believed to be Earl Browder). Merrill stated that this unidentified female 
had taken up "the entire question of the FBI and Biddle with him" the 
previous week. Merrill further stated that this female acquaintance had 
said she would give him some specific information at the Ihite House 
if he would call her later in the v/eek. 

On April 9, 1942, Merrill attempted unsuccessfully to telephone 
Anna Rosenberg at the Department of Commerce after vfhich his call was 
transferred to the Ihite House where he spoke with fclrs .

Mrs. AUGUSTA LAKDIS, Administrator's Office, 
Veterans Administration, reports she recalls Mrs. ROSENBERG as an 
Adviser to General HEKBS in tte Retraj.ning- and Re -employment Adminis- ' 
tration. She recommended the General as tte only person who v/ould 
knew Mrs,. ROSENBERG. She reports this organization as separate and 
distinct from the Veterans jMministration. 

The National Arcliives Manual reflect? that the 
records for the Retraining and Re-employment Administration would be

Mr. NELSON HUDSON, Personml W. vision, Departanent 
of Labor, reports that he could locate no record concerning Mrs, 
ROSENBERG'S affiliation with the Retr.aining and Re -employment 
Administration.

Major General LEiniS B. HERSHBY, Selective Service 
advised he first met Mrs. ROSENBERG in the Spring of 
was appointed by President ROOSEVELT to assist in the 
the War Manpower Commission. Ihen this commission was 
functioning Mrs. R0SSNB:3RG was Regional Lirector in 
► He reports he had some contact with Mrs. ROSENBERG 
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during the formation of the War Manpower Commission and because 
the problems of Selective Service and the War Manpower Commission 
were mutual he assigned a liaison man to her off ice in New York City» 
The General reports he frequently visited Mrs. ROSENBEaG'S office in 
New York City and reports that although she might be described by 
others as a controversial person he has every confidence in her* 
In explanation of his remarks. General HERSHEY stated that Mrs* 
ROSEI\[BERG is a dynamic and a forceful person who has an unusual 
ability for accomplishing any project undertaken. He reports that 
during the war years Mrs. ROSENBERG was a close Adviser to President 
ROOSEVELT and outside the official family he knows of no American 
woman that had more influence on American policy than Mrs. RCSENBERG. 
He reports that always she has been regarded as a leading authority y 
on labor and in her ptDsition as a- Labor Relations Snsultant, he V^ 
feels sure she had contact with persons who might be classified as Y 
liberals and left wingers. Because of these factors he stated he 
believes possibly Mrs. ROSENBERG was resented at times. In any event. 
General HERSHEY stated at no time has he'ever had any reason to 
dispute Mrs. ROSENBERG'S loyalty. He speculated that Mrs. ROSENBERG, 
having been bom in Himgary, is very familiar with the oppression 
and depredation that country has undergone because of the Communist 
influence and he feels sure that she prizes the many opportunities 
afforded herin the United States. 

General HERSHEY reports Mrs. ROSENBERG'S husband 
was head of one of the local Selective Service Boards in New York 
and her son was drafted during World War II subse luently graduating 
from Officers Candidate School* If the opportunity presented itself 
he stated he would have no hesitancy appointing her as one of his 
Assistants but believes that her talents far exceed any post he could 
offer* As far as he is concerned, he stated he regards her as a 
person of sound character and reputation and he regards her as a 
woman he would have no hesitancy in recommending for work of a highly 
confidential nature. He stated that certainly she has handled highly 
classified information as her positions as Regional Erector cf the 
War tfenpower Commission; as Regional Director of one of the agencies under the 
Federal Security Administration; in her prior work with the Arn^r-Navy 
Munitions Board; and as a member of the ^dvisory Commission on Universal 
Military Training* 

General HERSHEY had no taow^Sge'^of Mrs. ROSENBERG'S 
association with President ROOSEVELT'S Labor Npftory Board indicating 
no knowledge of such a group. He further reports that -Dr. KARL 
CCMPTON of Massachusetts Institute of Technology, former Chairman of 
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the Pre si detit*s Commission on Universal Military Training, TOtad 
know of Mrs. ROSENBERG »S affiliation Kith that orgapizationt 

Mr. MIILAN L, SGERT, Administrative Planning :h 
Officer on DIESCO Relations/ State -Department, advised that Mrs. '^-%. 
ROSENBERG acted as an Adviser on UNESCO prolDleias and as a Liaison --^v- 
Agent beti/ve'en the parties to the UNESCO Program during the period 
September 1|, 19k6 to April 1$, 19^0, according to a file In his 
office* 

Mr* SAM HILL, Staff Member, Manpoi^er Office/ 
National Security Resources Board, advised he had limited assocJiatlon 
with Mrs ^ ROSENBERG during their mutua]. assigrmaent to the Army- ;. 

Navy Munitions Board. He advised he has seen her about five or six 
times since that time and always on an informal basis. He reports , _.:4-''- 
he regards her highly as to her character, reputation and loyalty ^'' :

Captain IILLI AM J. MARSHALL, Transportation and

He recalls that prior to that hie had served on the cGmmittee 
of the Retraining and R^ -employment Adffinistration and that Mrs* 
ROSENBERG was also on that committee. As a result of the above ^^ 

association, Captain MARSHALL stated he has learnsd that Mrs. \y^ 

ROSBWBSffi^ is well regarded as an expert qn labor problems j that she ^ 
had been at one time a Labor Adviser, to MrV DSl^iEY; that she was well' 
known to and highly regarded by Mr. BSBNARD M. BARIJCH, he understands; j 
and that she is generally regarded as an extremely able woman. He 
stated that he found her to be an absolutely remarkable woman and 
although they did not see eye to aye on labor problems he believes 
she would be an excellent selection for labor relations. He reports 
that during the war she was a Labor Adviser to President ROOSEVELT 
and was highly regarded by him* In all her appointeents he reports 
she has had access to highly classified infoimation and at no time 
to his knowledge has she ever violated the trust and confidence 
placed in her. ife advised that he regards her as a person of sound 
character, and -reputation and has no information concerning her which 
would reflect on her loyal ty•-

Colonel JOHN F. CASSIDI, Assistant to the; Director 
of Staff, Office of the Secretary of Defend, advised that he kxt%i.s 
Mrs. R0S3NBSRG as a very prominent National figure who was a mem&a? ;, 
of the Personnel Policy Board in 'the Office of the Secretary of Defease', 
He reports that as a member of this group she attended one meeting 
which developed into a two day conference. He advised that her 
attendance there was by invitation and believes she might have been 
reimbursed for her expenses oriLy. He reports that he is qmte certain 
■ there would be no official record of her attendance at this meeting. 
Colonel CASSIDI stated that because he had only limited contact with 
Mrs. R0S3NBSRG his association with her was not sufficient to make 
any comment concerning her character, reputation and loyalty.

-State, reflect that ANNA MARIS ROSSNBiSRG was issued Special Passport - 
#^713 on June 21, 1938 at the DepartEaent of State for two months^ 
travel to England, Germany, Hungary and Prance. She indicated tfe^t 
the travel was fcr Government work as an appointed member of the 
Labor Relations Committee. She reported she was born at Budapest, 
Hungary on July 19 5 1902; that she immigrated to the IM ted States on 
or about August, 1913 j that she had resided* continuously in the 
United States from 1913 to 1938 at Hew lork, New York, and that her 
permanent residence was U9 East 96th Street, New York City. She -^ 

identified her father as .. ALBS RT LSDERSR , born in Budapest, Hungary ^ 
and who was then de cease d^'i^tfiSP fS'pOPtiTig that he was naturalized 
at the Supreme Court of New York on June 7, 1917. She indicated she, 
had had no pr^t^us passportS| that she was married on October 12, 
1919 to JULIUSf^OSSNBSRG who was born at Nerw YorJc City on SepftemJ^er 
22^.18^6, her jnaiden; name being AMA MARIE LSDSRER. She lisfea;|fer 
employment as Regional Director, Social Security Board* 
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On August 1% 19ii2, iri a letter to the 
Passport Division, ANNA M« ROSSKBERG indicated that she had 
recently taken a trip to New Brutish ck, Canada, and at the 
Canadian Border she was requested to deliver her passport to t he 
Customs Inspector. She indicated that, "As this was a special 
passport issued to me when I was appointed by the President in 
June, 1938 on a special commission to Great Britain and Sweden 
and as it serves as a means of identification, I would very much 
appreciate your having it returned t^ me if it is in accordance 
with jovir rules and regulations." A notation appeared that the 
passport was cancelled before being returned. 

On April 22, 19i|8, New Tork Series Passport 
#7173 was issued to ANNA MARIE ROSSKIBSRG for travel to Venezuela 
to tour the country. In her application she indicated her last 
passport had been issued August 6, I9I4I4J that she had resided in 
England from August, 19hU to June 25, 19k^i that her occupation 
was Labgjj^elations; ard she identified her mother as CHARLOTTE 
BACSIt^^^EDSRSR, born November 22^ 1868 at Scarbas, Hungary and 
naturffl-ized before the Southern District Court of New York on June 
7, 1917. Her mother's residence was indicated as Hotel Ten Park 
Avenue, New York City. 

On March 8, 19^0 in a passpoi't renewal application 
ANNA MARIE ROSENBERG indicated she anticipated departing New York 
City on April U, 19^0 for four weeks travel on business to visit J- 
Holland, i^ngland, France and Belgium^ This passport was renewed 
valid until March 6, 19^2. In a letter from ANNA M. ROSElffiBRG dated 
March 6,1950 she indicated the above listed trip was in the 
interest of the following clients:

On August 8, 19i4U, ANNA MARIS ROSENBERG was 
issued Passport #6781 for travel to Great Britain and the continent 
on a Mission for the President of the United States. Her occupation 
was listed as Re ^onal- Director, War Manpower Commission. She 
indicated she had traveled to England, Sweden and Huhgary in J\£Ly and 
August > 1938. In this connection it was noted that War Department 
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Overseas Travel Orders were issued dated Jvlj 26, 19hh* It was 
also noted that a copy of a letter was on file from President 
FRANKLIN D, R00S3VSLT requesting Mrs- ANNA ROSllNBERG, Consultant, 
Retraining and Re -employment Administration, Office of lar 
Mobilization, to go to the United Kingdom and on the European 
Continent as his representative to look into the problem of the 
returning soldier, particularly iivith reference to the soldier's 
retraining and working towards his re-employment re -establishment 
as a civilian. President ROOSEVELT requested that a report be 
rendered to him in this matter. On September 15, 19hh this 
passport was amended at London, England to include Newfoundland 
en route to the United States. 




On March 31, 19 U5 President ROOSETSLT again 
requested ANNA ROSENBERG to visit the European Theater as his 
representative for the purpose of bringing her study up to date 
and reporting to him, according to this file. In an application for 
revalidation of an official passport dated November 5, 19U6 it was 
requested that Diplomatic Passport #6781 be validated for France 
and the Soviet Union, including Germany and necessary countries 
in transit. Her title was shown as member of the United States 
Delegation, First Session, General Conference, UNHISCO, Paris. 

On J^ne l5, 191^8, PHILLIS J. ECKHOFF, Secretary 
to Mrs. ROSENBERG, wrote to Mrs. RUI'H SHIPLSI, Chief, Passport 
Division, indicating that Mrs. ROSMBSRG had asked her to write to 
find out when her visa to Russia expired. She also requested 
information as to whether the Passport Division was holding Mrs. 
ROSENBERG^S passport. On July 8, 19ii8 Mrs.. SHIPLEY answered Miss 
ECKHOFF indicating that the Departmemt had -on file Mrs. ROSENBERG'S 
Diplcanatic Passport* It was further indicated "The passport, of 
course, is valid only for official travel on missions of a diplomatic 
nature. The Passport does not bear a Soviet Visa although the 
Passport was made valid for travel to the Soviet Union on November ^ 
5, 19U6. It is my understanding that Mrs. ROSh;nbSRG was supposed 
to obtain the Soviet Visa at the Soviet Embassy in Paiis." A post 
script appeared as follows, "p.s. . In view of the: possibility that 
IjILts. ROSENBERG may be going abroad not on official business, I am 
authorizing the Pas^ort Agency, Rockefeller Center, 63O Fifth 
Avenue, to. issue her a regular passport immediately upon her 
execution of an application therefor." 
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It -was noted that in this file there was a 
cross reference to Mrs. HOSERBERG'S father's passport. 

The Passport file of ALBERT LEDSRSR at 
Kational Archives reflects he was issued Passport #161^93 on April 
17, 1920 for travel to Great Britain, Holland, Jugo Slavia, 
France, Belgium, Czechoslovakia and Rumania in connection with 
2xLs importing and manufacturing business. In his application he 
indicated he was born at Budapest,. Hungary,, May 26, 1866, and that 
he was naturalized before the Supreme Court of New York on June 
7, 1917. There was no additional pertinent information noted. 

The Visa file at the National Archives was 
checked and reflected that on January 5, 1933, the Department of 
Labor made an inquiry of the State Department concerning the 
entry number under which ANNA ROSENBERG (not further identified) 
■was issued Non-Quota Immigration Visa #991 by the American Constiate 
Service, London, England, on August 1 8, 192it. The American Consulate 
General's Office at London reported their records reflected no 
such number since there "was no correspondence with the Immigration 
Service* It was reported Mrs R0SJNB3RG exhibited a Declaration 
of Intention and claimed to have resided in New York from 1921 to 
June, 192it. 

The files of the House Committee on Un-American >, 
Activities were checked and reflected that one ANNA ROSENBERG, 
not further identified, signed a stetement in the New York Times 
dated May 19, 1930 in protest of what they called the ''Red Scare". 
It was reported the signers were affiliated with the John Reed Clubs* 
According to the 6iagazine Sodal Work Today dated January, 19iil, 
one ANNA M. ROSSNBERG, New York City, was listed as having contribu- 
ted $5 to Social Work Today. Also, one ANNA M. ROSSNBERG was listed 
as a Social Work Today cooperator in 19iii5 according to the Social 
Work Today issue of Februaiy, 19U2. It was further indicated 
that one ANNA M. ROSENBERG was a sponsor of the Consumers National | 
Federation as reported in the pan^hlet "The People vs. the High ; 

Cost: of Living" dated December 11-12, 1937.. 

The files of the House Committee on tti-American 
I J Activities identified the John Reed Clubs of the United States as 
/ I havi-ng been "named after the founder of the American Communist Party", 
I as reported in the Special Committee on Un-American Activities report 
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The Social Work Toclay -was identified as a 
Communist magazine as reflected in the Special Committee on 
Un-American Activities reports of tferch 29, 19liU» 

The Consumers National Federation -was cited as a / 
Comraonist front by the Special Committee on Un-American Activities 
report dated March 29, 19hh* 

The House Committee on Un-American Activities files 
contained no further identifying data regarding the above noted items 
and there were no other identifiable references under the applicant's 
name» 

The records of the Security Division, Department 
of State, were checked concerning ANNA MARIE ROSENBERG and from 
Inf onnation available no identification x-zith the applicant could be 
made. 

The records of the Civil Service Commission, 
Confidential Investigative files, were checked concerning ANNA Ife.RIE 
ROSENBERG and there was no additional pertinent information noted 
concerning her* 

The records of the Investigations Division, 
Office of Personnel Administration, Department of Labor, were reviewed 
concerning ANNA. WiRlE ROSENBERG and contained no additional pertinent 
information. 

The National Security Resources Board personnel 
file was e^mined concerning ANNA MARK ROSENBERG and contained no 
additional pertinent information* 

The Security file. National Security Resources Board, 
was examined and contained no additional pertinent inforiration* 

Mr* THOmS W. CARROLL of the Credit Bureau, Washington, 
D. C, and Mr* WILLIAM R. STONE, Stone's Mercantile Agency, reflect that 
a" check of their records was mde concerning ANNA MiRIE ROSENBERG and 
there was no record* 

The records of the Washington, D. G\ Police 
Department, Criminal Investigations Division, were checked concerning 
ANNA M^RIE ROSENBERG and there was no record* 
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Captain C* G» LEE, G-2, Department of the 
Army, and Mr. DANISL J* CORM^ELL, Office of Special Investigations, 
Department of the Air Force, advised that a' check of the records 
of their respective agencies ma.s made and there was no record 
concerning ANNA M, ROSENBERG. .

SMITH dated ^pril 3, 19li3 at Iw^ashington, ' D. C, titled National 
Committee to Abolish the Poll T^x, Internal Security - C, wherein on 
page 80 it is indicated that on June ik, l'9ii2, VIRGINIA FOSTER DURR 
addressed a letter to Mrs* ANNA ROSENBERG, Social Security Board, 
11 West l42nd Street, New York City, in^which Mrs, ROSENBERG was 
thanked for her kindness and helpful suggestions on the matter of 
poll tax repeal. It was indicated that Mrs* DDRR intended to see 
Senator WAGNER pursuant to. suggestions made by Mrs, ROSMBERG* This 
letter bore the typewritten notation UOPWA 27 in the liDwer left hand 
corner* 

Inasmuch as it was concluded that the above 
information was not deemed pertinent to this investigation it was 
not included in "Uie body of this report. 

Concerning the check at the Security Division, 
National Security Resources Board, it was noted that they had caused 
a check to be made of the CSC and HCUA files* The HCUA information 
on file at NSRB is the saame as is set forth in the body of this report* 
Concerning the CSC infonmtion on file at the Security Division, NSRB, 
the following information was on file:

The 'Daily Worker' of S/'^/hh^ page 2, available in 
this office, reflects an article captioned 'City an Exception to New 
Manpower Job ^ontrols* ' This article quotes statements made by MRS . 
ANNA ROSENBERG, W.M.C. regional director, at a press conference. The 
Efeily V/orker of the same date also contains a picture of ANNA RQSMBERG ." 

The above CSC information was received by WFO as a 
result of the form 79 being sent to th.e CSC. This information was 
transmitted to the New York Office by teletype dated September 8, 1950 
for their determination. It is to be noted that the information was 
not included in the body of the WO report. It is to be further noted 
that by teletype dated September lU, 19^0, the New York Office 
advised that certain infornation received by them from the WO by 
teletype was being included in both the body and administrative sections 
of the New York report. Inasmuch as the NSRB already has the above 
mentioned information in their security file> the Bureau will determine 
if the New York Office report has included it in the boyii ot their 
report and if not the Bureau will consider the advisability of reporting 
it again to NSRB. 

Concerning the Ik il.y Worker report of June 3* 19hh 
listed above, this issue was reviewed at the CSC and it was noted that 
an article titled "City, an Exception to New Manpower 30b Controls", by 
DOROIHY LOEB, wherein it indicates tho.t the War ^fenpower Commission 
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Chief, PAUL V. MC NUTT^ had announced that effective July I there 
"would be an initiation of Nationwide control of industrial employi^ent 
of all male workers 17 a,nd over. Biis article set forth the enployers 
affected by the plan* The article quotes Mrs. ANNk ROSENBERG, WMC 
Regional Director, as saying New York City wotild be excepted and 
would not -be affected by the plan. 

Inasmuch as the above item did not appear to have 
any relevancy in this investigation it was not included in the body 
of this report. 

In reviewing the CSC report concerning aNN/1 ROSENBERG, 
it was noted that tha FBI reports of investigation of March and 
April, 19h3 were on file. In this connection, it was further noted 
that there was an undated and unidentified memorandum in the file which 
reflected the following: 

"An individual named ANNA ROSENBERG is stated to be 
a member of the John Reed Club, a reportedly Communistic organization, 
and was one of the signers of a protest issued in a statement to the 
New York Times on May 19, 1930, protesting what this club called the 
"Red Scare". 

On June 10, 1938, Mrs. ROSENBERG spoke at a meeting 
at the Stuyvesant High School which meeting was held under the auspices 
of the United Federal Workersof America, CIO, an alleged Communist 
dominated group. A clipping from the Ifeily Worker for September 21, 
19li2 states th^it Mrs. ANNA ROSENBERG, Regional Manpovjey Director, 
spoke at a farewell party which was given forDJ^NlEllN^LEN, New York 
Times Secretary-Treasurer of the States, County and Ifimicipal workers 
of America, CIO, a local allegedly controlled by the Communist Party 
members, at the time he was inducted into the United States ArirQr. At 
this meeting a demand was made by the persons present for a second 
front in the present conflict* 

The Daily "Worker for January 21, 19U3 reflects 
that an invitation was extended Mrs. ROSENBERG to speak at a mass 
rally held under the joint auspices oX the Negro labor Victory 
Committee and the People's Committee at the Abyssinian Baptist Church, 
132 lest 738th Street, New York City, at which time a protest was 
made against moves which threatened to disband the Fair Bn^loyment 
Practices Committee and its scheduled investigation into discriminations 
in the Nation's. railroads • 
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The newspaper Daily Worker for October 6, 19U2, 
makes the statement that Mrs. ANNA ROSENBERG^ Regional Director 
of the New York War Manpower Coimnission, at first had refused to 
file the order for the Kaiser Shipyards for men to be employed in 
those yards because of the Union^s anti -negro stand, and that she had 
taken the order only when she was informed that that barrier had been 
removed whereupon the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People commended Mrs. ROSENBEElG on her forthright action 
against labor union discriminations and expressed the hope that other 
of f icia3s vjould follow her example." 

At the time the above quoted article was reviewed 
there was no way of knowing the source of this information and that 
information was transmitted to New York by teletype. Subsequently 
it was determined that the above undated and unidentified memorandum 
was an FBI report. 

The attention of the Bureau is a^in invited to 
the New York teletype dated September lii, 19^0, wherein they indicate 
that they are including part of the above, information in their report 
and predicating it to WFO confidential, informant T-1 (the CSC). 
Inasmuch as the CSC is not actually the original source of this 
information, the FBI being the original source^ the Bor^u will 
consider the advisability of deleting any of the above quoted 
information from the tindated, unidentified memorandum that might 
appear in the body of the New York report. 

Further, in connection with the CSC file review, 
it was noted that in the course of investigation of one BERHA.RD SAMUEL 
^^Q&JTIgt, born January 2$^ 1906, Baltimoi^, tferyland, who was being 
investigated for the position of Regional Training Consultant, it 
was determined that IR VIS had been discharged from the Army Air Force 
at the request of the War Manpower Commission, ^is file was reviewed 
and although the above report was set forth there were comments only 
shown that he bragged that Mrs. ANNA ROSENBERG asked for his release. 
The investi^tion reflects that Mrs* ROSENBERG was not interviewed. 
It was further reflected that mVIS wa.s a member of Local 28, SCtWA - GIO, 
w^ich was described as a reportedly Communist dominated unionand front* 

Also, the files of CSC reflect that at a Board 
Hearing in the case of FRANK WILLIAM F^OLIATSEK in February, 1916 » 
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there -was a letter from ANNA M. ROSENBERG, Regional Director, War 
Jfenpower Commission, in which she commented on his work only, 
indicating she knew of his work through his superiors. Her letter 
was one of a number submitted to the Board. It was noted that a copy 
of the reportof SA JAMES LmjS iiKES from the New York Office dated 
August 10, 19kh in connection with POLIATSSK, New lork f ile 101-527, 
was on file. The CSC file further reflects that POLIATSEK had been 
dismissed on October 21, 19hk because CSC had rated him ineligible. 

Inasmuch as the CSC information concerning Qi.VIS 
and POLIATSEK was not deemed pertinent to the investigation, it was 
not included in the body of this report.

EMPLOYMENT 

Mr> JACK S TRAUS, President, R. H. Macy and CoiKpany, Inc., Herald 
Square, New York City7 advised that he lias known Mrs. ROSENBERG for a number 
of years and that, at the present time, Mrs. ROSENBERG has her own firm 
as Public, Labor and Personnel Relations Consultant, at kkk Madison Avenue, 
New York City. He stated that R. H. Macy employs Mrs. ROSENBERG as their 
Labor and Personnel Relations consultant and that he knew she has several 
other large accounts in New York City, such as the NELSON ROCKEFELSER account, 
I* MILLER and others. He stated that MJrs. ROSENBERG has also, during the 
past ten or twelve years, held numerous responsible Government positions and 
is very highly regarded by the officials in Washington, D. C. Mr. STRAUS 
stated that Mrs. ROSENBERG was a personal friend and confidante of former 
President ROOSEVELT and was a frequent guest at the White House when ROOSEVELT 
was President. 

Concerning Mrs. ROSENBERG'S background, Mr. STRAUS stated 
she started her career in the early nineteen twenties as a Public Relations 
Counsel in New York City, had numerous small accounts and acted as a Public 
Relations Counselor for several politicians in New York City. In about 1933* 
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or 193*^> siie vas associated vtth General HUGH JOHNSON in the National Recovery 
Administration and was then appointed Regional Director of the NRA in New 
York State, He said Mrs. ROSENBERG then became Regional Director of the 
Social Security Board for New York State, which position she held until she 
hecame Regional Director of the War Manpower Cosmission at 11 West ^2nd Street, 
New York City. Other than the above positions, Mr. STRAUS stated Mrs. ROSENHERP 
also served on numerous coinmittees in New York City and that he served on 
several of these committees with her. 

Mr. STEiAUS stated that he was a member of the New York City 
Industrial Relations Board and the Mayor's Business Advisory Committee with 
ROIffiHEERG and that from personal knowledge he knew that she served on the 
Hew York State and New York City War Councils, the Mayor's Advisory Transit 
Commission and the United States National Commission for UNESCO. 

Mr. STRAUS further stated that he felt that Mrs. ROSENBERG 
was one of the most capable persons in the United States today in the field 
of public, and personnel relations. He said that in his opinion her services 
t o R. H. ^cy 8& Company were indispensable Mid he felt that any ^ovefSnent 
agency Irhich might procure her services would be very fortunate. He farther 
advised that he knew Mrs. ROSENBERG to be definitely anti-Communist and that 
he could give her only the highest recommendation as regards her character, 
associates, reputation and loyalty.

He said that his firm utilizes the services of ANNA ROSENBERG'S labor rela- 
tions consulting firm on some occasions.

Informant T-1 indicated that ANNA ROSENBERG is well known 

and generally well liked. Among her activities, acco}?ding to T-1, was the 

directorship of the New York Region of the War Manpower Commission during 

the war years. He said that she is well acquainted with high government 

officials as well as important labor union officials. T-1 said, however, 

that ANNA ROSENBERG "carries water on both shoulders", in that she effects 

labor's desires as often as she has effected management's desires. T-1 

said that in his .dealings with ANNA ROSENBERG, he considers it a wise policy 

not to advise her as to the exact nature of their plans insofar as labor 

agreements are concerned. He said that he makes this statement because Mrs. 

ROSENBERG is dealing with so many people that she might inadvertently divulge 
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this information, lAiich would work to the disadvantage of his company. He 
said that in his opinion ANNA ROSENBERG will in all probability represent 
labor » s views while working with the National Security Resources Board* He 
indicated that past e:!q)erience has shown that vAienever she sits with a 
public body, she champions the cause of labor. It was Informant T-l's 
belief that she takes this stand because it would be disadvantageous to her 
to be branded as pro-management • 

T-1 said that he recommends ANNA ROSENBERG as a very competent 
woman, Tirtiose loyalty, reputation and character he does not question* T-1 
added that in his opinion a great deal of Mrs* ROSENBERG ^s genius in the 
field of labor problems is intuitive* 

Confidential Infoiinant T-2, of unknoim reliability, but 16x9 
is a successful business executive in Mew York City, advised Special Agent 
FARRELL that he has known ANNA ROSENBERG for about nine or ten years; that 
he first met her ifhen he was serving in the United States Army Service 
Forces in Washington, D* C* 

Informant T-2 said that while serving with this branch of the 
service he had cause to deal with ANNA ROSENBERG on many occasions* He 
described fits* ROSENBERG as a very competent woman who has been associated 
with important government officials and high union officials for many years. 
He said that she has been able to effect labor management agreements that no 
one else could have possibly done, but that while doing so, she has ''carried 
water on both shoulders"* He enlarged on this and said that he considers 
Mrs* ROSENBERG to be an opportunist whose principles are none too high* 
He said that she is devious in her dealLings in that she achieves results by 
compromising confidences and principles* He said that Mrs* ROSENBERG cazmot 
be depended upon to follow established official policy, and that she has bt^oken 
confidences in her dealings with her clients. T-2 said that Mrs* ROSENBERG 
has revealed information concerning labor agreements to be entered into by his 
firm to union officials, idiich has not only been embarrassing to the conpany, 
but was highly detrimental to the company in its future negotiations* T-2 said 
that he has no exact information as to other incidents of this sort, but 
has heard that they have occurred. 

He said that in his ©pinion Mrs* ROSENBERG will always 
seek her own advantage and interest in anything she does, and for that 
reason he does not recommend her for a position with the National Security 
Resources Board* Informant T-2 said that he knows nothing that would reflect 
unfavorably on her loyalty to the United States. 
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Mr. C^ORGE MILLER, Ilresident, I, Miller & Sons CoErpany, Inc., 
^3-10 - 23rd Street, Long Island City, advised Special Agent ROBERT J; 
QUIGLEY that Mrs. ROSENBERG was retained as a consultant and general adviser 
on labor matters on a fee basis from 1937 to 19^2 at whiclx time she resigned 
to devote her full time to government work. Her association with this 
corporation has been eminently satisfactory in every respect. 

Mr. MILLER stated that it was his belief that Mrs. ROSEN- 
BERG is one of the best informed persons on labor relations in the Nation 
today. She was a confidante of former Mayor LAGUARDIA of New York City and 
former President ROOSEVELT, and as a public spirited citizen she contributed 
freely of her time, knowledge and organizational ability on various committees 
of a local, state, and national character. Committees on which MILIER de- 
finitely recalled that ROSENBERG served include the New York City Industrial 
Relations Board, the Mayor's Business Advisory Committee, the New York Defense 
Recreation Committee, the WPB and several others which MILLER could not 
specifically recall. Mr. MILIER stated further that he believes Mrs* ROSEN- 
BERG to be of excellent character and reputation and a completely loyal and 
patriotic American citizen whose employment wa^d be a considerable asset 
to the government. 

Mr. ROBERT W. MILLER, General Manager, I. Miller & Sons, 
Inc., ^3-10 - 23rd Street, Long Island City, advised Special Agent ROBERT J. 
QUIQIEY that he has known Mrs. R0SENH3RG for thirteen years and that he knows 
her to be a patriotic and loyal American citizen of excellent character and 
reputation. He stated that she was employed by his firm as a labor consultant 
for approximately five years prior to the last war and that her services 
throughout this period were highly satisfactory. 

Mr. MILLER stated that Mrs. ROSENBERG is well known for 
her ability in the fields of public relations and labor matters and that she 
has voluntarily contributed her talents in serving on various civic and 
goverimiental committees. 'He stated that the government would greatly 
benefit by having Mrs. ROSENBERG on its payroll and that he would unhesitatingly 
recommend her for a position of the utmost trust. 

Mr. HOWARD ENGLE, accountant, Leibmann Breweries, Inc., 
36 Forrest Street, Brooklyn, New York, advised Special Agent WILLIAM A. LAMB 
that Mrs. ROSENBERG has been employed as a consultant of labor matters for 
a nuinber of years on a fee basis. He stated that Mrs. ROSENBERG was highly 
regarded by the officials of the company and that he knew of nothing derogatory 
concerning her as to her character or loyalty to the United States. 

Mr^. JOSEPH FINK, Assistant Controller, Liebmann Breweries, 
36 Forrest Street, Brooklyn, New York, advised Special Agent WILLIAM A. LAMB 
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that, Mrs. ROSEBHERG had been estployed as a lahor consixltant for several years 
and that in his dj)inion she has done an excellent jot for the company* He 
stated that in th0 hrewery strike of 19^9 in which the laborers vere on strike 
for eighty-two days, it was his opinion that Mrs* ROSBHBBRG was the chief 
person instrumental in bringing the strike to a satisfactory close. He 
stated Mrs. ROSBBBERG was always very highly regarded as to her ability 
and that he considers her to be a person of excellent character and reputa- 
tion and a true and loyal citizen of the United States. 

Mr. HELSOHA. RQCKEEBLLiBR, Director/ Rockefeller Center, Inc., 
30 Rockefeller Plazay advised Special .Agent ROBERT J. QDIGLEY that Mrs. ROSEN- 
BERG has been retained as a consultant by the Rockefeller fainily for the 
past fifteen years and that she is highly regarded for her ability, integrity, 
strength of character and vast energy. He stated that Mrs. ROSENBERG has 
proved to be a very useful public spirited Ajaerican citizen who has freely 
and imstinliiggly offered her services to the government and has served as 
New York Regional Director of the War Manpower Commission, Regional Director 
of the New York State Social Security Board and member of the Advisory Committee 
on Inter-American Affairs of vhich he, Mr. ROCKEFELLER, was coordinator. Mr. 
ROCKEEELIER also stated that he served with her on the Mayor's Business Advisory 
Committee. He stated also that Mrs. ROiaENEERG was an adviser to former 
Governor HERBERT LEHMAN of New York, former Mayor of Hew York City FIORELLO 
E. LAGUARDIA and a regular Friday consultant of former President FRANKLIN D.

He 
stated that Mrs. ROSENBERG is a person of tremendous energy and resourcefulness, 
is keenly intelligent and extremely capable in her chosen field. She is highly 
regarded for her integrity and excellent character and her record of public 
service and her complete loyalty to the United States government admirably 
fits her for a position of the utmost trust with the government. Mr. JAMIESON 
stated that he would imqualifiedly recommend her as to her character, associates 
and loyalty to the United States. 

Jtrs. LOUISE BOYER, Secretary to NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER, ad- 
vised that she has known Mrs. ROSENBERG for the past ten years and stated that 
she regards her as a very capable, public spirited citizen of absolute loyalty 
to the United States government. Mrs, B01!ER stated that she considers Mrs. 
ROSENBERG'S character and reputation to be above question. 

Mr. JOHN M. HANCOCK, partner of Lehman Brothers Investment 
Brokers, 1 William Street, Hew York City, advised Special Agj^iir WILLIAM A. 
LAMB that he has known Mrs. ROSENBERG since approximately 19*^0 when he then 
and for several years thereafter served on the New York State Council of 
National Defense with Mrs. ROSENBERG. He stated that he also knew her in 
Washington, D. C, and was associated with her on various committees in 
New York City, including the Business Advisory Committee, the New York City 
Defense Council and the Hew York State War Cotmcil. He stated that he has 
known Mrs. ROSENBERG to be a member also of numerous other committees and 
that she has the reputation of freely offering her time for public service. 

Mr. HANCOCK stated that there was absolutely no doubt in 
his mind but that Mrs. ROSENBERG was a loyal citizen of the United States 
and stated that he would highly recommend her for a position of trust with 
the government. 
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/ Mr. EBWifflD P. MULROOSEY, former Nev York City Police 

Coinmissioner, ^1 East 57th Street, Hew York City, advised that he has 
known Mrs. ROSEHBERG for twenty- five years and that he served on several 
councils and committees with Mrs. ROSENBERG in Hew York City. He stated 
that he was a member with Mrs. R0SEHB13RG of the Ifeiyor's Advisory Transit 
Commission in 19kS and also served with her on the United Seamen's Service 
Committee. 

Mr. MOLROOHEy stated he considered Mrs. ROSENBERG to he a 
/ very intelligent woman and one who is thoroughly loyal to the United States. 
I He stated he helieved her to he definitely anti-Communist. 

He also stated that he has met Mrs, ROSENBERG'S hushand on 
infrequent occasions and that althougli he does not know him intimately, he 
believes him to be a loyal citizen of the United States. 

Mr. MULROOHEY stated that he would give Mrs. ROSENBERG only 
the highest recommendation as regards her character, reputation and loyalty. 

Mr. CHILES E, WILSON, President, General Electric Company, 
^ 570 Lexington Avenue, New York City, advised Special Agent WILLIAM A. LAMB 
that he has known Mrs. ROSENBERG twenty years and that she has served on 
numerous committees and commissions with him during that time. Mr. WILSON 
stated that she served with him on the Hew York State Committee of National 
Defense and also as a member of the Advisory Commission appointed by President 
TROMAN to study universal military training. He stated that he had many 
contacts with her while she was adviser to President ROOSEVELT during the 
early 19^*0 's but that all of his contacts with her pertained to labor matters. 

Mr. WILSON stated that he knew of no reason to question Mrs. 
RO^NBERG 's loyalty to the United States and that in his opinion she was a 
person of outstanding character and reputation. 

Major General JULIUS OCHS ADLER, Vice President and General 
f Manager of the ''Hew York Times", 229 West l^Srd Street, New York City, ad- 
vised that he has known Mrs. ROSENBERG for twenty years and is well acquainted 
with her both socially and in business. General ADLER stated that he was 
Chairman of the First Army Advisory Committee of New York City and that 
Mrs. ROSENBERG served on the committee as a member. General ADLER said that

Mrs. RCSMBEHG was veiy interested in veterans' problems during the war and 
was one of the founders of one of the New York veterans committees and the 
New York Defense Recreation Gonmdttee. General ABLER stated that his wife 
was a member of both of these committees and consequently he came in contact 
with Mrs. ROSENBERG a great deal in connection with the activities of these 
committees. 

General ABLER concluded by stating that he had only the 
highest regard for Mrs* ROSENBERG and that he would recommend her without 
reservation as to her character, associates and loyalty to the United States. 

Mr. JOHN J • CLARKE, Secretary of the Federal Reserve Bank, 
33 Liberty Street, advised Special Agent William A. Lamb that he made a 
thorough check of the records and with the Personnel Deparfaaent of the bank 
and also of the various officials of the Federal Reserve Bank and could not 
ascertain that Mrs* ROSENBERG had ever been employed as a consultant or in 
ar^ other capacity by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York City.

Mr* JACK ALBiAN, Vice President, Retail, Wholesale and Be- 
partment Store Union - CIO, 100 West 42nd Street, advised that he has known 
Mrs. ROSENBERG for over ten years and that he has had several business dealings 
with her in connection with the unionization of Macy's store and other firms 
in Hew Yoiic City* He also stated that Mrs. ROSENBERG was a Secretary of 
President ROOSEVELT'S labor Victory Board and that although he was not a 
member of this Board, he sat in frequently on meetings at which she attended.

Mr. ALTMAN stated that when the employees of Macy's Department 
Store were first unionized they belonged to a local affiliated with the Retail, 
Wholesale and Department Store Union - CIO, but that this local was later re- 
moved from the union because of its Communist leadership. ALTMAN stated that 
although the employees of Macy's belonged to the Communist infiltrated local 
for a short time, they later held a new election and it was voted that they 
form an independent union of Macy's employees. ALTM&N stated that this independent 
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imion is definitely ant i -Communist and that he believes that }frs. ROSEHBERG 
was highly instnamental in bringing about the change ♦ 

ALTMAH further stated that Mrs . ROSENBERG vas extremely 
well known among labor leaders in the United States and that her reputation 
as to her ability and integrity is above reproach. He further stated that 
he firmly believes Mrs. ROSEHBERG to be an absolutely loyal citizen of the 
United States and that he would recommend her on this basis for a position 
of trust and confidence. 

In the October 22, 19^ issue of the New York "Herald 
Tribune" an article appeared coneeraing Mrs. ANNA M. ROSElfflERG and her 
activities and positions which she had held.

In the December 7, 19kk issue of the "New York Times" an 
article appeared entitled, "BYRNES Picks New Staff To Rush Needed War Goods 
To The Front". This article stated that President ROOSEVELT had appointed 
WILLIAM IV DAVIS as Chairman of the Wax Mobilization and Reconversion Advisory 
Board and that Mrs. ANNA ROSENBERG was appointed as a member of the Board. 
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In the September 2, 1938 issue of tis "New York Times" 
there was contained an article which included the report of President 
ROOSEVELT'S Coaanission on Industrial He lat ions of Great Britain. The 
article published a list of the members of the Cosamission included among 
which was Mrs. MSA MARIE ROSEHBERG. 

In the September 18, 19I1.2 edition of the "New York World 
Telegram", an article appeared entitl^sd, "AMA ROSEKEERG Gives Up Three 
Jobs To Take A Government ¥ar Post". 

This article stated Mrs. ROSEHBERG had Just been appointed 
the New York State Regional Director of the War Manpower Commission and 
that she had received the appointment from PAUL T. MC HHTT, Commission 
Chairman. It was ftirther noted in the article that, at this time, she was 
Regional Director of the Social Security Board and that at the time of her 
appointment to the War Manpower Commission, she held six posts. She was 
Regional Director of the Social Security Board and of the Office of Defense, 
Health and Welfare Services; member of the State War Council; Secretary of 
the combined War Labor Board, on the Policy Committee of the New York City 
Defense Recreation Committee. Besides the above posts, she was Labor 
Advisor to KELSON ROCKEFELLER, the Macy-Bamburger Si;ores and I. Miller Shoe 
Compare, receiving a private income of $28,500.00.

Mr. BERNARD M. BARUCI, 597 Madison Avenue, IMw York City, 
advised that he has been personally acquainted with AHHj^- ROSENBERG for a 
great number of years and has only the higjiest regard te)r her. *He stated 
that Mrs. ROSENBERG was a personal friend of former Prefctdent ROOSEVELT and 
was a frequent guest at the White House and at the ROOSEVELT home at Hyde 
Park.

Mr. BARUCH stated he knew absolutely nothing unfavorable 
concerning Mrs. ROSENBERG and tha^,in fact, it was he who recommended Ifrs. 
ROSENBERG to Mr. SYMINGTON, Head of the National Security Resources Board, 
as a member of the Board. With regard to Mrs. ROSENBERG'S loyalty, character, 
reputation and associates, Mr. BARUCH stated he could give her only the

Brigadier General DAVID SARNOFP, President, Radio 
Corporation of America, 30 Rockefeller Plaza, New York City, advised that he 
has known l!rs. ROSENBERG, both personally and professionally, for well over 
ten years. He stated he considered Mrs.. ROSENBERG to be a woman of outstanding 
ability and character and, further, that she is one of the leading persons in 
the field of Personnel and Labor relations in the United States today* General 
SARNOFP advised that he considers Mrs. ROSENBERG to be an entirely loyal 
American citizen* He recommended her, without reservation, for any position 
of trust and confidence with the United States Government. 

General SARNOFF furt)her advised that Mrs. ROSENBERG was 
a personal confidante of former President ROOSEVELT and, at the present time, 
is a personal friend of the NELSON R0CKI5FELLERS, Mr. JACK STRAUS, President 
of R. H. Macy, and other persons in the same social field. 

General SARNOFF stated further that in the Fall of 19hh, 
former President ROOSEVELT appointed Mrs. ROSENBERG his personal representativf.

General SMITH stated he was aware that Mrs. ROSENBERG had 
been asked to go with the National Security Resources Board and that he felt 
the Board would be extremely fortunate to obtain a person with the abilities 
of Mrs. ROSENBERG, and he could give her only the highest of recommendations 
in all respects.

Mr. GUSTAVE SMITH, Superintendent, advised that Mrs. ROSENBERG 
and her husband, JULIUS, have resided in Apartment 11-A since prior to 19^. 
He stated they are very fine tenants who pay their rent promptly and that he 
considered both to be persons of excellent character who are loyal to the 
United States. Mr. SMITH advised that Mrs. ROSENBERG is presently head of 
her own business on Madison Avenue and that her son is employed in the business 
with her. According to Mr. SMITH, Mr. ROSENBERG is connected with a large 
rug firm in New York City. Mr. SMITH stated that the ROSENBERGS are very 
quiet people, did very little entertaining, but when guests came to their 
home, they were such people as the ROCJEFELLERS, General JOHNSON, former Mayor 
LAGUARDIA, and other prominent individuals. He stated that, at no time has 
he had any reason to believe either Mr. or Mrs. ROSENBERG would be si.f filiated 
with any subversive organization. Mr. SMITH stated he highly recommended Mrs. 
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ROSEHBERG f or a position of trust and coiifidence witb the United States 
Government. 

Mr. AH5?H0HY HI LELIO, building manager, advised that he has 
knova the ROSEFBERGS since they haire been tenants in the building and 
considered them to be very high -type persons of excellent character. He 
stated the ROSENBERGS oceiipied a nine room apartment and had two servants. 
He further stated the ROSEHBERGS had one son, but that this son was married 
and not residing with Mr. and Mrs. ROSENBERG. Mr. IE lEIIiO advised he knew 
nothing which might reflect unfavorably upon the ROSENBERGS and that he 
considered them to be loyal UnitM States citizens. 

Mrs C. E. SAUNDERS, Apartment 11-D, advised that she has resided 
in the building and on the same floor as the ROSEHBERGS for over six years.

He also stated that at that time the 8th A. D. branch / 
was located at 201 Second Avenue, and included the area bounded by Fourth / 
Street and Fourteenth Street and ranning East of Third Avenue in Manhattan • 
It is to be noted that JULIUS HOSENBSRG; Mrs* ROSENBERG'S husband, in 1940 
resided at 1136 Fifth Avenue, and in 1939 resided at 49 East 96th Stre*t. 
Both addresses are a considerable distance from the vicinity of the Sth 
A.D. branch of the Comjminist Party. 

Records of the Bureau of Special Services and Investigation 
of the New York City Police Departtaent were checked by Special Agent AUGUST 
J. MCEK and no record of ANNA M, ROSENBERG or JULIUS K)SENBSRG was found* 

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent 
lEONARD B. FARRELL: 

Ifr. BERNARD DAVIS, of Execsutive Job Counselors, Inc., 366! 
Ifedison Avenue, advised that he has known Ifirs. ANNA K)SENBERG since 1939. He 
said that she was then employed as Regional Director of Social Security in New 
lork City, and that he was employed as Supervisor of Training, New lork State 
Baployment Service. 

In April, 1944j according to DAVIS, Mrs. ROSENBERG became the 
Regional flirector of the War Manpower Commission, He worked under her as a Field 
Supervisor. In 1945j Mrs* ROSENBERG resigned from her position and returned to 
private practice. DAVIS stated that he also resigned from his position and 
went into her private business as an assistant in which position he reBWiined 
until July, 1947. 

DAVIS described ROSENBERG as a woman possessed of unusual 
ability and intelligence. He said she is outstanding in every respect. He 
said that Mrs. ROSENBERG was a close advi.sor to former President Roosevelt 
and still is intimately connected with Ifrs. ROOSEVELT. 

DAVIS advised that Mrs. ROSENBERG has a number of relatives still 
residing in Budapest, Hungry, with whom she correspoiids and to whom she sends 
food. He said that he unsuccessfully attempted to locate her relatives when he 
was in Budapest several years ago. 

DAVIS advised that ANNA ROSENBERG is a person of excellent 
character and reputation, and an entirely loyal American citisen. 
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^' General LUCIUS D# CIiAJ, 100 E» U2nd Street, aciviaed that he has 
known Mrs. ANNA ROSENBERG since about 19h3m He indicated that he had contact 
with Mrs. ROSENBERG when she was serong as a meniber of the Priorities and 
Allocations Board, later known as the War Production Board, which was headed by- 
Mr. JAps BYRNES, later the Secretary of State of the United States* 

He stated that in X9hh and 19h$ Mrs. ROSENBERG sat on the Advisory 
Board of the National War Mobilization amd Reconversion Board as a public monber* 

General CLAI described Mrs. ROSENBERG as a liberal, by which he 
said he meant that "she is a great believer in the rights of the under-privilBged*" 
He said that her policy has for the most part, so far as he knows, been a "pro- 
labor" policy in that she usually defends the organized labor view whenever sh# 
sits on any public boards 

General CLAI said that in 19U2, Mrs. ROSENBERG was very closely 
connected with Mr. SIDNET HILIMAN of the CIO Garment Workers Union in New lork 
Gity# The Gen eral described SIDNET HILUIAN as a "radical labor leader" because 
in the General »s opinion, HILLMAN'S tactics were contraiy. in mary ways to the 
accepted American procedures, and, further, because SIDNEI HILLIttN in th« 
General's estimation was the person most responsible for American participation 
in the World Federation of Trade Unions, which he described as Communist dcaiinated* 
Mrs. ROSENBERG, according to General CLAY, supported the World Federation of 
Trade Unions and SIENET HXLIMAN* The General said that he does not have any 
particulars at this date with which he could enlarge upon this point* 

General CLAY described Mrs. ROSENBERG as a very able and in- 
telligent woman, but he said that he would not reeoiriaend her for the position for 
which she has been nominated on the National Security Resources Board, because 
he feels she is not emotionally prepared to take an objective view of labor and 
industrial problems and will actually, because of her long standing bias, 
favor labor* 

General CLAY said that it is his understanding that she will be 
a public member of the National Security Resources Board, in which capacity 
it is not her duty to represent either labor or ind\istry« She is to have an 
\mbiaged and an ob;jective view* He said that he does not believe that she 
woxiLd represent the public view as she should* 

General CLAY said that Mrs. ROSENBERG has long been identified 
with labor and politics although he believes that within the last few years she 
has dealt less in political matters than in years gone by* He said that she 
was closely associated with President Roosevelt during his term as President 
of the United States* 

The "New York Times" for March 19, 19h$$ carried a news 
item to the effect that the Amalgamated Clothing Workers Uhion, headed by 
SIDNEY HILUMAN, has joined the Greater New York Industrial Union Council - 
CIO, which is veiy heavily prot^Gomfflunist* The "Times" article states that 
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the affiliation of the ACff ifith this Coxincil "stresses the increased 
collaboration between Mr* HILLMAN and the Goimmxnist left-iiing elements 
in the CIO in the last year*" 

In the May 1, 191*5, issue of the "Neir lork Post" an article 
appeared entitled, "Labor News and Comment" unritten by column4.st VICTOR 
RIESEL, stated as follows: 

"A world labor coalition sponsored by Russian, British and 
CIO American Unions today had lost its fight to become the World 
Security Council's Labor Division* Although Foreign Commissar 
MOLOTOV personally interceded for it, apposition for the World 
Trade Union Conference was strong in the Steering Committee so 
that the Euesian delegates were forced to withdraw their proposal •

This artiole further stated Mrs. ROSENBERG had just been 
appointed the New York State Regional Director of the War Manpower Commission 
and that she had received the appointment trcm PAUL V, MC NUTT| CiMmission 
Chairman* It was further noted in the article that, at this time, she was 
Regional Director of the Social Security Board and that at the time of her 
appointment to the War Manpower Commission, she held six posts. She was 
Regional Director of the Social Security Board and of the Office of Defense, 
Health and Welfare Services; m^aber of the State War Council; Secretary of 
the combined War Labor Board, on the Policy Committee of the New York City 
Defense Recreation Committee* Besides the above posts, she was Labor Advisor 
to Nfelaoa HGtokefeller> tte Macy-Bamburger Stores auxd I. Miller Shoe Company, 
receiving a private incoiae of #28, 500*00. 

In a clipping from the March, 1946 issue of the "Tf?U~Transport 
Bulletin", an article appeared captioned: "Dispute Between TWU and NYCTS Sub- 
mitted To Outside Arbitrators"* 

This article stated that the controversy between the 
Transport Workers Union and the New York City Board of Transportation was 
being brought before a five-man committee appointed by Mayor WILLIAM O'DWYER, 
Mrs* ANNA M, ROSENBERG was one of the five members of the ccmmiittee appointed 
by Mayor O^DWYER* The article further stated that Mrs* ROSHIBERG was fomerly 
advisor on manpower problems to Presidents TROMAN and R00SB7ELT and, for six 
years, was the New York Regional Director of the Social Security Board* In 
1942 she became Regional Director of the War Manpower Commission in New York, 
and in September, 1945 resximed her practice as Consultant in Industrial, Labor 
and Public Relations*

advised that he has been personally acquainted with ANNA ROSENBERG for a great 
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ntimber of years and has only the highest regard for her» He stated that Mrs. 
ROSENBERG Tfas a personal friend of fonaer President ROOSEVELT and -was a 
frequent guest at the White House and at the ROOSBVHiT hoMft at Hyde Park* ^ 
Mr» BAECICH stated that President ROOSEVELT, and, also. President TRnMAir,vh!ad 
relied upon her a groat deal as a Consultant and Advisor on Labor and Manpower 
shortages durii^ the War* He also stated tiiat former Piisident ROOSBVBLT had 
appointed Mrs* ROSENBERG to several oonimissions set up to study industrial 
relations and labor problems in the United States and Abroad* Mr. BAEPCH 
stated that^ from his personal knowledge of Hrs» ROSENBERG, he considered her 
to be a person of the highest integrity and that there iras no questioii. in 
his mind but iJiat she was a loyal United States oitixen* 

Mr* BARUCH furthar stated that Mrs* ROSENBERG holds the 
unique position of being very highly reg«urded by both the Labor Unions and 
Management; consequently, she is very successful in her work, as both sides 
have a great deal of trust in her and are willing to accept her decisions. 
He furliier advised that Mrs* ROSENBERG has long been fitting the Infiltration'' 
of Communists in Labor Unions* 

Mr* BAHUCH stated he knew absolutely nothing unfavorable 
concerning Mrs* ROSENBERG and that, in fact, it was be who reooaamended Mrs* 
ROSENBERG to Mr* STMINGTON> Head of the National Security Resource* Board, 
as a member of the Board* With regard to Mrs* ROSBNBBRG^S loyalty, character, 
reputation and associates, Mr* BARUCH stated he could give her only the 
highest of reccmmendations* 

Brigadier General DAVID SARNOFF, President, Radio Corporation 
of America, 30 Rockefeller Plaza, New York City, advised that he has known 
Mrs* ROSENBERG, both personally and professionally, for well over ten years* 
He stated he considered Mrs* ROSENBERG to be a woman of outstanding abili-ty 
and character and, further, that she is one of the leading persons in the field 
of Personnel and Labor relations in the United States today* General SARNOFF 
advised that he was personally positive that Mrs* ROSENBERG was a true and 
loyal citizen of the United States* He recommended her, without hesitation, 
for any position of trust md confidence with the United States Govemiaent* 

General SARNOFF further advised that Mrs* ROSENBERG was a 
personal confidant of former President ROOSEWLT and, at the present time, is 
a personal friend of the NELSON ROCKEFELLERS, Mr* JACK STRAUS, President of 
R* H* Maoy, and other persona in the same social field* 
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Ganeral SARNOPF stated further that in the Fall of 1944, 
former President ROOSEVELT appointed Mrs* ROSENBERG his personal representative 
to report to him on the prohlems of the returning soldiers in the Raropean 
Theatre, He stated she was also appointed by former President R00SB7BLT and ^^,.,,/ 
President TRUMAR a member of numerous Cooamittees and Boards to study LaborU^dj 'i 
Relations and Labor problems in the United States and Abroad« 

Lieutenant General WALTER BEDELL SMITH, Commanding General, 
First Anay# Governors Island, Hew York, advised that he has known Mrs* R0SBHBEH6 
for several years and has been a frequent visitor to the ROSENBERG home in 
Naw York City* General SMITH stated that Mrs. ROSENBERG was very highly re«» 
garded by former President ROOSEVELT and that he (President ROOSEVELT) relied 
a great deal upon her in many of his decisions • He further stated it was his 
personal opinion that, outside of President ROOSEVELT'S personal Secretary, 
the President relied more upon Mrs. ROSENBERG than any other single individual. 
General SMITH advised that Mrs. ROSENBERG is highly regarded by the THUIIAN 
Administration, but not to the extent she was at the time ROOSEVELT was Presi- 
dent • 

General SMITH stated that as far as Mrs. ROSENBERG'S loyalty, 
character, reputation and associates were conoeimed, he would give her only 
the highest of recommendations. He advised he knew of absolutely nothing 
which might, in any way, indicate that Mrs* ROSENBERG might have the slightest 
sympathy towards Commonlsa; on the contrary. General SMITH stated that Mrs* 
ROSENBERG has been very outspoken against Communism and has fought the in- 
filtration of Communists in Labor Unions in the United States. He fm-ther 
stated Mrs. ROSENBERG has one of the leading department stores in New York 
City as one of her accounts and that this department store is the only one 
of its kind in the City liiat is not controlled by a Cocummist dominated 
Union.

General SMITH stated he was aware that Mrs* ROSlHfBBRG had 
been asked to go with the National Security Resources Board and that he felt 
the Board would be extremely fortunate to obtain a person with the abilities 
of Mrs* ROSENBERG* He said he knew of nothing which would reflect unfavorably 
concerning Hrs» ROSENBERG, and he could give her only the hi^est of recom-

Citizenship: 

Mrs, Rosenberg claims derivative citizenship, and files 
of the Immigration and Naturalization Service disclose that she 
filed an application for such on May S, 1943, but has taken no 
further action with respect to this application. 

It is reported that she can claim citizenship either 
through the naturalization of her father or through her marriage 
to a United States citizen on October 6, 1919 in New York City. 

Education: 

Mrs, Rosenberg attended Wadleigh High School, New York 
City, from September 15, 1915 to March 16, 1913, but did not 
graduate. On May 16, 1943, she was awarded the Honorary Degree of

(announced in the public press on August 9^ 1950» We had been requested to 
conduct the investigation of Mrs* Rosenterg on August 3> 19^0, and the Director 
has stated he wanted the investigation to be veiy thorough but that he questioned 
the advisability of our accepting investigations after an individual had been 
appointed and he stated that he wished we could get over to individuals in other 




agencies of the Government the futility of investigating individuals after he 
or she had been appointed to office ♦ 

In this connection, Mr, G. G. Callan on August 23, 19$0, interviewed 
Mr* Thomas Carroll, Liaison Representative of the National Security Resources 
Board, and pointed out to Mr. Carroll the possible embarrassment which might 
result to any or to all parties concerned by having the FBI investigate an 
indiviudal after that individual had been appointed to a public office. Sir, 
Callan specifically referred to the Rosenberg case, 

Mr. Carroll stated that he was aware of the fact that an exception 
had been made in this case by KSRB, He explained that Mr, Symington had on 
that very day called at the Security Office of NSRB and had inf om^d Mr, Paul 

I Cooper, the Security Officer, and Ifr, Carroll that he desired that the strictest 
security regulations be imposed with regard to persons to be eirplpyed by NSRB 
and Mr, Carroll mentioned this by way of enphasizing that the Rosenberg case 
was an exception to the general rule at NSRB* He stated that it was his under- 
standing that the exception had been made in her case in view of the unique 
qualifications which she possessed for a certain position at NSRB coi5)led with 
the urgency of a situation with which that organization was confronted, ^^' v 

He stated that Mr, Symington was aware of the fact liiat an exception 
to the strict security requirements had been made in her case and was also 
aware of the fact that the investigation had not been completed at the time 
he ^pointed her, Mr. Carroll emphasized that the Rosenberg case was definitely 

xception to the general procedure at NSRB and that it was not contemplated 
tha?fcs^ere would be any further cases in this category, 
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Mr« Ladd 

Mr. Callan reiterated the Bureau's vie-wpoint that -we did not care to 
receive requests for investigation of people and then have them appointed be- 
fore our investigation was conpleted and it was definitely pointed out to Hr» 
Carroll that the Bureau is confronted with very heavy responsibilities at the 
present time; that we desire to cooperate with NSRB inasmuch as Mr. Symington 
has pointed out to the Director the critical nature of the organization and 
the fact that its enqployees have access to very highly confidential information 
but it was emphasized that we cannot see any benefit to be derived by either 
NSRB or the Bureau in investigating people after they have been appointed* 

Mr. Carroll was reminded that when we first initiated this program 
it was understood that there would be individuals whom we would be called 
upon to investigate who had already taken office but that it was our under- 
standing that this would apply to people already on the rolls at the time the 
agreement was made and that it was further our understanding that subsequent 
appointees would be investigated before they were appointed, 

Mr. Carroll stated that the Bureau's position was understood at 
NSRB and that Mr. Symington was most jjisistent that this procedure be followed 
but that as above mentioned the Rosenberg case had been an exception dictated 
by the exigencies of a situation which faced NSRB at the time and that it was 
not contenplated that there would be any further exceptions, 

ACTION TO BE TAKEN 

This is for your information. The Field has been instructed and 
the Supervisor handling the case has been instructed to make sure that the 
investigation of Mrs. Rosenberg is very thorough in accordance with the 
Director's wishes.

You will recall that we recently completed an 
investigation concerning Rosenberg for the National 
Security Resovirces Board and transmitted the results of 
our investigation to that agency on October 13* 1950* A

Mr. Thoma£_Carroll, of the Security Office of the 
NationaJ^ Security^. Resources Bo arjd, , advised today tha't Mr. 
"Symington had received a telegram this morning addressed to 
him from one Ben PreTeSmah, 300 Central Park West, New York 
CityV The telegram, according to Mr. Carroll, ^stated in sub- 
stance, "Before you appoint Anna Rosenberg have a qualified , 
representative contact me." 

Carroll said that Freedman was unknown to them at 
NSRB and that they were makin^_jao reque.st of the Bureau to con- 
tact F reedman but were merely passi ng this data' on for informa- 
tion. He said that he co nt em plajb.e.(r a re que s t from the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense for information in theii* files cbn- 
cerning^Rosenberg, and that they would at that time make the 
telegram^ available-. -to. OSD. It appears likely that the telegram 
resuTBed from the newspaper publicity indicating that Anna 
Rosenberg was being considered for the position of Assistant 
Secretary of Defense.
